The Eastern Quoestion.
From the N. Y. Tribuna,

A confersnos of represeutativea of the great
powera of Earope, withithose of Turkey aud of
Greece, will nssemble at Parla on Ssturday,
the Oth inst., to consider and settle the Hast-
ern question, #o called. No {(Ht of prophecy
is neaded to warraut the conflident prediction
that po real settlement oan thus ba effaoted —
that suoh settlement will ouly be postponsd
by this mesting. The first decisive step to-
wards a resl settl=ment of the Kastern question
will have been taken when the Tarkish power
is dr ven from Ea rope, and not before.

The Ottomwsn or Tarkish dominion nomi-
pally covera about 200,000 gguare miles of
Enrope, 600 000 of Asis, and a rather larger
area of Africa—uenrly 1,500 000 in sll—mach
of it among the fairest and finest portiona of
the temperate zone, 1f weestimats that one-
third of this vast extent Is absorbed by Ara.
bian and African deserts, where the Ultoman
sway i. but pominal, and a source of wvakunf‘s
ratber than of strength, there will still remain
nearly or quite ome million squars miles of
generally excellent soil, lying under the most
benignant skiss, and more aligibly sitnated,
whether for a geat of industry, of commearocs,
or of power, than of auy other region on earth;
while its population—though far less than it
had one, two, or three thousand years ago, and
still declining—ranges from thirty-five to forty
williona.

Bat ite government is an absolute despot-
iam, and its ruling race bigoted devotess of the
faith first proponuded by the Arabian impos-
tor, Mahomet, wherein nubridled sexuil last
is hallowed by an irrativnal and intolerant fa-
paticismn, The ““twin relivs of barbarizam'' are
hera still cherished ; and, while slavery seems
to be slowly wearing out, polygamy i3 appa-
rontly as vital as ever, The Mahometans are
obatiuate fataliste ; like all slaveholders, they
shon work; while, like most Asiatica and
polygamists, they sre intensely unprogressive
and slow to adopt the improvemsnts made by
others. Inhabiting the very cradle of Earo-
poan civilization, the Tark is essentially and
inveterately a barbsrian,

All this is beyond the control of other peo-
ples, so far as the Asiatic and African divisions
of the swpirs are concerned; for they are pre-
pouderantly Tarkish and essentially Mahoms-
tan. DBut Turkey in Farope—embracing the
oountries recently kuown as Macedonia and
Thrace, with Candia (or Crete), and most of
the islands of the Archipelago—is sssentially,
unchangeably Occidental and Christian. Ivis
presamed to contain about sixteen millions of
inhabitants, whereof eleven millions are
Christians, mainly of the Greek rite, leaviog
leas than tive millions of devotees of the Koran.
Between these diverse races and oreeds
fraternity is impossible and mutoal regard
unknown.

The Turks brokse inte Europas, over the
wreok of the decaying Roman-Gireek Empire
of the East, nearly gix centuries ago, and com-
pleted the ruin of that empire by storming
the ramparts of Constantinopls (callel by
them Stambon!) in 1453, Ths last Christian
emperor perished in the assault, and the
Turkish sultaug bave ever gince made his
oapital their own. They soon afterwards sub-
jaoted Gresce and Albaoia to their sway, and
in the vext century extended that sway so far
northward as Huongary, the more important
portion of whioch was possessed and raled by
them for nearly & century. Under Solyman
the Magnificent they laid siege to Vienna in
1529, but werea eompelled to raize it with
the logs of 80,000 man. In 1653, daring the
reign of Mahomet IV, the Grand Vizier Kara
Mupstapha sgain laid siege to the Austrian
capital, but was driven ont of his trenchas
and headlong down the Daunube by a hastily
mustered Christian host, led by Jolkn So-
bieski, King of Poland, with fearful losses
in men, arms, and munpitions. From that
hour to the present the Turkish star has
steadily declined; and the rapid rise of Rassia
from obscurity and impotence to the rank of a
first-clasa power lomg since threatened the
expulsion of ““the Osmanli’ (as they call
themaelves) from Korope. The Russians
being Christians of the Greek rite, as are a
majority of the people of European Turkey,
the sympathy between the two peoples rests
on grounds quite intelligible, and were long
aﬁz proclaimed. Russian victories have driven
the Turka successively out of Pedalia, the
Crimes, and Bessarabia in Earope, as also ont
of Georgia and other Asiatio provinces, But
for the jealonsy of Russian aggrandizement
evinoced by Great Britain and Franoe, especially
the former, the Turks would have already
been driven across the Bosphorons, as thay
inevitably must be. Though so long resident,
it is notorions that they are merely ‘‘en-
oamped’ in Earope. Thsy do not belong teo
it; and the fairest quarter of it cannot much
longer be held by them.

Intense corruption in the government and
ruling caste has prodnced impotence; impo-
tence 18 rapldly producing disintegration.
Wallachia and Moldavia, the only two pro-
vinces still nominally retained by the Sublime
Porte north of the Dannbe, have been nnited
a3 Roumanis, and are now ruled by Prince
Charles, of the Pruesian royal family, who
yialds but a nominal allegiance to the Saltan.
Greece aghieved complete independence, after
& heroic stroggle, between the years 1521 and
1827, though the new kingdom covers bat a
portion of ancient Greecs, and includes but few
of her islanda. Servia, Bosnis, and Herzego-
vins, in the northwest corner ol the empirs,
aocord but the merest figment of soversignty
to the Porte. There can be littie doubt that
& decided majority of the Chris'lang of thess,
and of Bolgaria sod Macedonis also, await
bat the opportunity and the signal to unite
in & vigorous effort to drive the Tarks out of
Europe. ) "

Grecce, being abzolutely independent, is the
natural focus of ant-Tarkish aspirations;
Runssia, as the bf-f brother of Greece, will
always be suspected and sooused of fomenting
hostility te Turkish ruls. Thess charges—
often false, alwaya exsggerated-—oannot blind
a olear vision to the truth that the progress of
gvents, the rapid growth of Christian civilizs-
tion, bave rendered the permaunence of the
existing ragime simply impossible. The Tarks
have overstaid their welcome (it they ever
had one) and must go. Had Rusaia no exist-
snce, thia wonld have been as true as it now
is. Nay, it is quite possible that Russian
aspiration, by provoking Dritish jealounsy,
has prolopged the sojourn of the Tarks in
Europe. .

The presence of the Turkish and Girenk
envoys at the proposed conference is a blun-
der, which precludes the hope of a good
result. Ware they both sbsent, the great
powers might possibly arrive at the rational
conclnsion that the Tarks must be served
with notice to quit, and that & federal repab-
liv or conglitutionsl monsrohy should now
be established on the downfall of their bala-
ful dominion. FRaropesu ‘Tarkey, united
with (Greece In & federal repnblic as large as
I'rapce, and a8 populons as Spain and Porto-

gal united, wonld afford a flem balwark |
Bgainst Rursian greed, whereas ita present

atate Invites ng ion and compals Interven-
tion. The conference will, doubtless, prove a
fatlare: but the expulslon of the Turk+ from
[-!ntnrn, while it may Le posiponsd, oannot
thereby be pru\'vﬂ!ﬁll.

Libels and Libel Suits,

Fyom the N. ¥. Herald.

A Chicago paper some Lima ago published a
report of & Fohm cage in which a situnation
fagrante delicto was alloged against certain
‘parties, The latier brought suit for libel, and
the case has just beon brooght to a olose in a
verdiot of peven thonasnd five hundrad dollars
damages against the defendants. The sditors
and proprietors of the paper showed that the
publioation was made agalost their express
direc:ions; that it appeared through the negli-
genca of the reporter aud foremun of the offisa,
and that every retraction poasible was made
after its publication. These pleas onght to
have had some effsct mpon a jury, and no
doubt they wounld had the paper in gueation
exhibited & little better taste in its manner ot
reporting the trial. It was thera motive was
shown, if not in the original publication. Bat
the whole thing shows that the law of libal is
wrong in many particulars. In some oases it
is too stringent, in others too lenient. The
proprietor of a newspaper should not o jn:-
tice and equity be held reaponsible for evary
liue that appears in Lis paper. He has to
trust to the vigilance and fidelity of aabordi-
pates; and where itis clear no malios i3 shown,
and, in fact, whera it is proven that an al-
leged libellons report has appeared against his
express orders, it cerlainly geams that com-
mon sengs should exonerate him from blama.
The Chicago case, we ges, 15 Lo be carried to &
higher conrt, and we suggest that the pro-
pritore of the paper allow it to be tested apon
its merits alope, withont bringing extraneons
influenoes to bear one way or the other, right
or wrong, upon the jndgment of the jury.

While on the subject of libels and libsl sults,
we may state that we understood a dozen or
more euits have been brought sgainst those
Bohemians who Lave recently beso bnaily
engaged in this oity fo calamioating the char-
soter of some of our most worthy grocers and
deslera. The developments on thess trials
will be curions and interestiog, And, farther-
more, we understand that oo, Reuben #.
Fenton, late Governor of this State, will bring
suit against Thuarlow Weed for the publica-
tion in his paper, in this oity, of ona of the

Capltal and Labor—The Elghi-Hour Law.

From the N. X. Times.

The eight-hour law proves to be a failare,
and its enactmeut is widely regarded as a
farce. It was intended Ly those who asked for
it to give ten hoars’ pay for «ight houras’
work, but i3 framed 8o as not to do anything
of the sort. It simply declared that a day
ghonld mean eight houra in estimating the
duration of labor, but at what rate it should
be paid for was luft an open question,

The bill was passed on the eve of an elso-
tion; and, like ail bills passed oander sach
circumetances, the men who passed it ware
anxions, not 8o much to make it of practical
advantage to workingmen, &s to secnre their
votes by making them believe that iv was so
intended, Its enactment was a political
trick—not prompted by a sincere regard for
the workiog clasges, nor framed with the
primary motive of promotiog their interests.
It onght either to be repesled or revised. It
shounld either say what it means, or it should
eay nothing at all. As it stands, it simply
mieleads both parties—employers and em-
ployed—and benefits neither. And in its ap-
plication to perzons employed by the GGovern-
ment, it bhas led to controversy, differant
action on the part of different departments,
apd general confusion and discontent,

It has generally been desmed, aud has
always been found, a piérilous undertaking for
Goverpment to fix the pricea or control the
sale of food, clothing, labor, or any of the
other necessaries of liF. The general prinvi-
ple that all these things will be best regulated
when they are loft to be freely regulated by
the parties concerned, has besn conceded by
nearly all who believe in freedom at all. The
attempt "of governmenta to control these
things has always failed, and we see no reason
to believe that it will not always fail hereafter,

Capital has advaotages over labor which
labor will always deem unfair and anjnst, It
is much more manageable; its holders can
much more easily combine; its power to hold
out in & contest between the two i3 much
greater; and, asa necessary result, its chanoces
of snccess are the best. It is quite as neces-
sary, too, to the progperity of a community as
labor is. The Houth to-day has plenty of
labor, but its lack of capital renders its labor
nseless, As a general role, capital can always
command labor, while it is but rarely, aud
under very exceptionsl circumstances, that
labor can impoge its own laws upon capltal.

Capital, moreover, has this great advantage
that, if treated upjustly in any country, it can
go elgewhere. The small retnrna capital can
gommavd in Eogland send millions of Loglish
capital to this country every year; and an ef-
feotive eight-hour law in Evgland would send
the great bulk of the free capital of the king-
dom elsewhere. An effective eight-houar law
hera wonld have a gimilar effect. The large
capitalists who invest their incomes in ereot-
ing dwellings, for example, will look to
other quarters when building becomes so
expensive as to be withont prolit, Aund then
workmen who live by building, as well as all
who hire dwellings to live in, must suffer by
the clianga.

Capital and labor are dependent upon each
other, and each profits and prospers only in
connection with the other. DBt there is very
clearly & general feeling on the part of the
laboring classes throughount the world, that
labor ghiould have a larger share of the profits
of the jolut operation than it gets at present.
Capital certainly gets the most. The capital-
ists of the world get richer;—they live more
snmptoongly;—tliey absorb, more and wmors,
tke cnlture, the grandenr, the enjoyments,
und the power of the world;—while the
laborers—the active partners in the whole
concern—do pot share in these advantsges io
a& oorresponding degree. These are stroog
points, aud, in the wain, they are true, And
lubor has an unguestioned right to change the
terms of the partoership i/ ¢ can, and to exaot
for itgelf a larger, while it imposes on oapital
a smaller, share of the advantages of their
joint exertions.

But we donbt the possibility of muking any
very great changes in the relations betweasn
the two. Those relations are fixed and main.
tained by laws more potent thau the ensoct-
ments of any legislature. They do not de-
pend on votes, and are uot in the least affuoted
by univeraal gullrage, nor disturbed or checkad
in their operation by elogunant stump speeohies
or able editorials. A fuudamental csondition
of free gociety is that all its elewsnts, and all
the forces that give It powar, shall ba free in
their dgvelopment; and any sotion of the Gov-
aroment that interferss with thia retards the

growth and injorea Ihn'prolpltlly of tha
soctely iteell,

Auny law
whioh deprives a laboriog man of the right to
get the most he oan for his work, or of the
right to work as mnoh a8 he fiads to his ad-
vantage, or which compels an smployer to
pay as much for [iitle work as for muoh, or for
poor work a4 for good, infliols a groas injastice
on the parties conosrued, sud cannot posaibly
promote the general good.,
General Grant’s Cabinet,
From the N, ¥. World,

The interesting Washington letter which
we printed on Mouday suppliva better gronuds
for vonjecturing the composition of the new
Cabinet than were previonsly possesded by
the public. We now know (eneral Grant's
eatimate of quite a nnmber of prominsnt men
wbo might be anpposed to have Cabinat aspi-
rationa. We may safely assnma that Mr,
Samner hasa no poasible ohance to be Saora.
tary of Btate; that Mr, Seward has no possible
chanos of & temporary continnance in that
office; that none of the politicians who are
aflilinted with the Beward and Waeul sliqus, or
with the Morgan riog, ara likely to fud grace
in the eyes of the naw Preaident,

By far the most important position in the
Cabiunet is that of Becretary ot the Treaanry,
and it is clear enongh from General Urant’s sa-
timate ol Senastor Morton that that gentlem n
is not deatined to lill it. The dislike wuich
the I'resident elect exprasses for politiclias
for that respongible station may perhaps ba
condidered as aquinting towards Commisaioner
It cannot be dented that Me, Walls
has some important qualiiostions for that
office. Ilis integrity is above suipision, and
Le is quite free from all entanglemants or aftilia.
tions with rognes who wish to rob the Traa-
rury. lo making appointments to sabordi-
nale places, he wonld look solsly to honusty
and capacity. Mr, Wells wonld briog to the
office another important qualifeation which no
wan in  the country «csu rival. Hs
has beem  engoged, for  the  laat
threa or four gyears, in tha diligent
study of onr revenus system, with a wmiod
unencumbersd by tha adwmioistrative datails
which engross the time avd wexhanst the
strength of execntive ofiicere.  [ls prolubly
understands the prasent lisosl condition of the
country better than any other man io jt
hig wind being stored with ths most recen’
facts, and =all the freshest resalis of
finauoial investigation in other countria:
a8 well a8 our own., The drawback to sach
an appointment would be that Me Walls ha
pever been in a porition to test either las
gtrength of will or his exesntive talents.
The chisf duties of the Secratary of the Treaa-
sury are adinioistrative; ha his a vast
and complex machive to superintend,
and perds to be 8 wan of indomitable enorgy,
quick perceptions, rendy insight into olharac-
ter, prompt decision, aud gieat wptitnde for
the despatoh of businresa. The daily rontine
of the Treasury Department is a kind of em
ployment in which Mr. Wells has had no
training or exparience; and if Goperal Grant
appoints him he will take a great deal upou
trust.  Botin all qualifications exoepl exacu-
tive energy, he is perliaps as (it a man as
(Gen+ral Grant can find in the Hepublican
party. If General Butler bad Mr, Walla'
probity and financial kuowledge, or Mr. Wella
had Butler's activity, pevetration, and koow-
ledge of men, sither would make an admirable
Secretary of the Treasury. As between the
two, with their actnal qualifications, Mr, Wells
ie olearly entitled to carry the day.

The language of strong praise in which
General Grant gpeaks of Senator Fessendan
may perhaps anthorize the expectation that
be will offer him one of the most importaot
positions in the Cabinet, The administrative
feebleness (partly, we may suppose, the con-
gequence of infirm health) whivh Mr. Fessen-
den exhibited as Secretary of the Treasury
wonld be no solid objection to making him
Secretary of State, an offive which does not
make such constant draini upon nervous
epergy. Mr. Fessenden has never bueen cre-
dited with a very extensive konowledge of
foreign affaire; bat Seward and Samuer, being
quite out of the range of choice, Mr. Fessenden
is as good an appointment as General Grant
can make, if Le wakes the mistake of passing
over Charles Francis Adams, by all odds
the fittest, ablest, and best equipped states-
man in the country to be intrusted with our
foreign relatious.

Uptil these two capital places—the Trea-
sury and Btate Departments—are disposed of,
the country will feel comparatively little in-
terest in the other Cabinet appointments. If
the War Department should be bestowed upon
some distipguished soldier, and the Navy
Department npon a&n emivent offiesr in that
branch of the public service, the people wouald
recognize the fitness of such selections and
give them their approval.
